THE CHILDREN OF THOMAS IIOOD. 
(FRANCIS FREELING BRODERIP.) 
(THOMAS HOOD.) 


Deartu or G. P. R. James, tar Noverist.—By the arrival of the Europa at 
Halifax last evening, we have intelligence of the death of Mr. G. P. R. James, 
the celebrated novelist. We are not informed where the event took place, 
but it was probably at Venice, where he was filling a consular situation, to 
which he was transferred by the British Government, from his consulate in 
this country, at Richmond, Va. 

George Philip Rainforth James was born in George street, Hanover 
square, London, in 1801. He received his early education at a school at 
Greenwich, kept by a French emigrant, and was afterwards placed under 
the private tuition of Rev. William Carmalt, with whom he remained until 
his sixteenth year, when he was sent to France, where he remained several 
years. In very early boyhood he commenced to show his aptness for literary 
composition, and became an anonymous contributor to the magazines. Ata 
later period, but while he was still a youth, he wrote several short stories for 
the amusement of his friends, some of which, straying out of the circle they 
were intended for, came to the notice of Washington Irving, who advised 
him to attempt a work of some importance. The Life of Edward, the Black 
Prince, a book he did not care afterwards to acknowledge, was the result 
of this counsel. But shortly afterwards appeared Richelieu, published in his 
twenty-sixth year, the success of which confirmed him in his resolution to 
pursue a literary career. The manuscript of this novel had been submitted 
to Sir Walter Scott before its publication, and that great soul, in whom no 
thought of literary envy ever existed, seconded the advice of our own illus- 
trious countryman, and urged the young writer still to further and better 
efforts. The death of the Earl of Liverpool, a friend of his father, from whom 
he had reason to expect a Government appointment, made it necessary for 
him to be industrious, and the intoxication of his first suecess added spurs, 
which he was too willing to wear, to that necessity. Thenceforward he 
wrote incessantly. Novel after novel, romance after romance, tumbled from 
his pen. There are some seventy of them in all, of various merit, of course, 
but all above the average. His imagination was as fertile as that of Lope de 
Vega, and he produced his works almost as rapidly. For a long period he 
would not write himself, but dictated to amanuenses,—and sometimes carried 
on the construction of two novels at one time, walking from one room into 
another, and giving each scribe a sentence to convey to paper. Thus, though 
he did not write all his novels, they were still hisown composition, and were 
not merely dignified by his name in the title-page, like so many of the fic- 
tions of Alexander Dumas. Without approaching the standard of the great 
master, the works of James have been almost as widely read as the romances 
of Scott, and while they will not maintain any enduring popularity, there 
are some among them which will not soon be forgotten. They have been 
translated into most European languages, and are quite popular in Germany. 
In this country, a have been several times republished, and some of the 
latest ones, written here, made their first appearance from the press of the 
Harpers, in this city. Mr. James was also the author of several histories and 
biographies, including the lives of Charlemagne, Richard Cceur de Lion, 
Henry IV. of France, and.Louis XIV. These are less known than his other 
works, and have already attained the popularity that was their due, For a 
brief period he held the office of Historiographer of Great Britain, by ar- 

ointment of WilliamIV. In 1851 he removed to this country with his fam- 
ily, and took up his residence in Stockbridge, Berkshire County, Mass. In 
1852, he was appointed British Consul in Norfolk, Va., in which post he re- 
mained till, in 1858, he was transferred to the British Consulate at Venice, 
where he has since remained. 

Mr. James was a gentleman of winning manners, good conversational 
powers, and unfailing courtesy. During his residence in this country he 
commended himself to the regard and esteem of all with whom he came in 
contact—and there are very many social circles where, in spite of the fact 
that he came here a stranger and remained but a few years, his death will be 
mourned as that of a personal friend. —N. Y. Zines.

Fresh announcements are not numercus; but one or two good works 
have been published since our last. Decidedly the book of the fortnight, if 
we may consider it cs out, is Mr. Ruskin’s fifth and concluding volume of his 
great work on Modern Painters, a copy of which has just reached us. Like 
the former volumes, it is remarkable for its beautiful and abundant illustra- 





tions. It concludes with an Index to Painters, ete., also a Topical Index. 
Mr. Ruskin, in his preface, gives an interesting account of his labors in pre- 
serving and restoring 19,000 pieces of paper, drawn upon by Turner, de- 
posited in the National Gallery, besides some personal details which his 
admirers will read with interest.

A new monthly Journal is announced for the Ist of August, entitled 
Monthly Register of Facts and Occurrences relating to Literature, Science, 
and Art. The price is to be two-pence; and the quantity of matter, accord- 
ing to the prospectus, is to be as much as ia three and a half numbers of 
Once a Week or All the Year Round. 


It is announced that Mrs, Jameson’s Life of Christ and John the Baptist, 
completing the series of Legendary Art, will be published under the care cf 
Lady Eastlake. 


We see with much regret, that the new American Tariff which has passed 
through the Ilouse of Representatives, enacts an alteration in the duty upon 
the import of books from 8 per cent. ad valvrem, to 15 cents per pound weight. 
This is, practically, to double the duty; while on all the cheapest works, 
such as Chambers’s Cyclopedia and Casseli’s Bible, it can hardly fail to amount 
toa prohibition, It is some mouths since we called attention to a movement 
in iavor of such achange. Our remarks drew forth a somewhat indignant 
denial at the time, and we certainly hoped that we had overrated the 
strength of the agitation. We trust, however, that there is time before the 
measure becomes law, to reconsider the matter; aud that our friends across 
the Atlantic will not persist in a step as little in accordance with the spirit 
of the age, as we believe it to be opposed to the true interests of the people 
of the grest republic. 


Mr. Panizzi in his evidence recently given before the Committee appointed 
to inquire into the state of the British Museam, stated some facts which will 
surprise those who know how our modern literature accumulates. He 
stated that the want of space so often complained of did not apply in any 
way to the department of Books and Manuscripts—that on the contrary, 
calculations had shown that space still remained for 800,000 additional vol- 
umes, and Mr. Panizzi believed room could be found for a million. At the 
rate at which books are at present received, he stated that the room existing 
would be sufficient for about fifty years. Speculative readers muy introduce 
the element which Mr. Panizzi excludes—the rapid development of publish- 
ing in England and on the continent, and may then calculate for themselves 
what building in the Metropolis will be large enough to contain the books of 
1910. 





A son of M. Guizot is engaged in Paris in translating the works of Lord 
Macaulay, for which he obtained the author’s authority. The first volume 
of the series will be published immediately, by the well-known firm of 
Michel Lévy. 


The appointment of the Rev. C. Kingsley, the author of Alton Locke, to 
the chair of History Professor has not been received without some show of 
dissatisfaction at Cambridge; but we have not seen any mention of a rival 
claim better entitled to houor from that university. It is said that Professor 
Helps, who has recently been appointed Clerk to the Privy Council, had de- 
clined Mr. Kingsley’s appointment. 


The Memorials of Thomas THood, about to be published by his Son and 
Daughter, will be illustrated by a number of copies from his own sketches, 
The public are not familiar with Hood as a serious artist; but the sketches 
referred to, if they be, as we suppose, copies of Hood’s drawings in water- 
—_ lately shown at Brompton, cannot fail, we think, to interest his 
admirers. 


At the last monthly meeting of the Booksellers’ Provident Institution, the 
committee voted annuities to seven individuals, varying from 12/. to 351. per 
annum, amounting in the aggregate to 1547, also temporary assistance from 5s. 
to 20s. per week to twenty-seven persons during the month, The amount of 
the present fund is 23,107/. 178. 9d. These are signs of true vitality and use- 
fulness.

serves: “It is owing to the innate modesty of the late Mr. Leslie’s character, 
that in his Autobiographical Recollections the part occupied by himself and 
his pictures is small in comparison with that devoted to his contemporaries 
and friends. So great is my respect for Mr. Lesl.e, that I have hesitated 
long before giving to the world any more about him than he had thought fit 
himself to prepare for publication. But when I took into account his claims 
to consideration as a painter, | felt strongly that readers must wish to know 
more about the man than he had himself told them—more about the cireum- 
stances and influences under which his pictures were produced; the present 
state and locality of these pictures; their subjects; the way in which those 
subjects are treated; and the general characteristics of his style, I have 
therefore attempted, in an Introductory Essay, to classify and describe such 
of Leslie’s more important works as 1 have been able to examine personally, 
and to give a general appreciation of his artistic qualities, and his position 
in the English school. I have further selected trom the correspondence 
placed at my disposal the parts bearing on the painter's works, and on his 
life as connected with his works, Without such an addition to the Autobi 
ographical Recollections which Leslie had himself made ready for posthumous 
publication, this volume would not—as it seems to me—have contained the 
information required to give it its proper place among the artistic biographies 
of the time—such lives as have been published, or are preparing, of Wilkie 
and Constable, Etty, Haydon, and Turner.” “ The Sand-Hills of Jutland,” is 
by Hans Christian Andersen, the popular Danish author, author of the “ Im- 
provisatore,” ete. 


Tne American Tract Socrery publishes a “ Memoir of the Life, Character, 
and Writings of Philip Doddridge, D. D., with a Selection from his Corre- 
spondence, compiled by Rev. James R. Boyd, A.M., editor of ‘ English Poets, 
with Notes, ete.” Of this work the editor observes in his Preface: ‘ The 
Memorrs of the Life, Character, and Writings of Dr. Doddridge, presented in 
this volume, have been drawn from the five volumes of his Correspondence 
and diary, copied from his own manuscripts, and first published in London 
in 1831; from his Life as written by Orton and by Kippis, two of his endeared 
students; from the Centenary Memorial prepared by the Rey. John Stough- 
ton, and partly delivered belore the Congregational Union from Doddridge's 
own pulpit in 1852; from a splendid article of the Rev. Dr. Hamilton in the 
North British Review, and from other sources. The wide-spread and de- 
served reputation of Dr. Doddridge as a writer and as a Christian, especially 
by means of his ‘ Family Expositor,’ and his ‘ Rise and Progress of Religion in 
the Soul,’ naturally awakens a desire to become more acquainted with him 
through his Correspondence, in which, not only in the letters he wrote, but 
in those addressed to him, we discover those admirable qualities of mind and 
heart, those high attainments and benevolent activities, which made him so 
generally respected in life, so extensively honored-at death, and now so 
gratefully remembered, even after the lapse of a century. The letters found 
in this volume will compare favorably, in point of style, with those of Pope, 
Gray, and others of about the same period, while in sentiment they commend 
themselves with surpassing interest to the pious and thoughtful mind. They 
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are given as choice selections from the mass of Doddridge’s Correspondence, 
which constitutes the greater part of the five large volumes above noticed, 
edited by his great-grandson, John Doddridge Humphreys, Esq. ; and they 
are here inserted in such connections as render them illustrative and com- 
memorative of the public and private life, opinions, and chara-ter of the dis- 
tinguished and excellent author. Among his correspondents were several 
gentlemen of high rank in social, literary, and theological circles, and some 
talented and estimable ladies, whose letters will be read w th great satisfac- 
tion. The view which this Correspondence gives of the Christian household, 
as illustrated in the home of Doddridge, is calculated to elevate the aims, 
urify the life, and promote the happiness of those who would enjoy the 
ighest blessings of the family circle; the light which it throws upon his 
rofessional character as a theological instructor, and as a pastor, must in- 
terest those fulfiliing the duties of these stations. or who have them in pros- 
et; while the happy illustrations of relgious character and experience are 
adapted to profit all classes of persons: to com/fort the afflicted, to guide the 
perplexed, to animate the negligent or desponding, and assist all in tulfi ling 
the responsibilities of life, and preparing for the heavenly state. The letters 
of sympathy ad:lressed to Dr. Doddridge and his lady in the trying season 
preceding his death, when extreme anxiety pervaded the hearts of God’s 
people in city and country, are among the most touching to be found in the 
annals of friendship. The influence of Dr. Doddridge, like that of Dr. Watts, 
in promoting the great revival of the work of God towards the middle of the 
last century, in which Whitefield and others bore so conspicuous a part, will 
here be seen to have been great and salutary, in the calm evangelical light 
which, in a period of p:ofound spiritual da) kness, God enabled him to spread 


far and wide by his publications, his theological instructions, his correspond. | 


ence, his personal influence as a pastor and counsellor, and his bright and 
holy example. It is a curious fact that of almost all his Correspondence, he 
kept an accurate copy in shorthand, filling three manuscript volumes, from 
which the five London volumes above referred to are printed. From these 
and other voluminous materials examined, only those select and condensed 
portions are here given which are believed to be sdapted to public and 
general interest and usefulness.” Also, “ Haste to the Rescue; or, Work 
while it is Day, by Mrs. Charles W., with Preface by the author of ‘ English 
Hearts and English Hands.’” 


Mason Brotuers have got out “ Life in the Desert; or, Recollections of 
Travel in Asia and Africa,” by Colonel L. Du Couret, (Hadji-Abd’el Iamid- 
Bey,) Ex-Lieutenant of the Emirs of Mecca, Yémen, and Persia, Delegate of 
the French Government to Central Africa, Member of the Société Orientale, 
Académie Nationale,” ete. This work is translated from the French, and we 
give the Preface to the original work by M. Stanislas De Lapeyrouse as con- 
densed by the translator of this edition. ‘ Louis Du Couret was born in the 
year 1812, at Huningue, or Great Huningen, department of the Haut-Rhin. 
His father, a Colonel of the Empire, fell in 1813. on one of the battle-fields of 
Spain, just as he was on the point of obtaining his brevet as a Biigadier-Gen- 
eral. From his early years it may be said of young Du Couret that ‘the boy 
was father of the man,’ for narratives of travel were hi greatest delight, and 
he used to look forward with ardor to the realization of his cherished dreams 
of adventure in Africa and the unexplored regions of the East. M. Du Couret 
married before he had attained his twenty-fourth year—soon after which he 
tore himself away from the enjoyments of domestic bliss, and embarked for 
the East, drawn thither, as he said, by an irresistible spell that seemed to 
urge him toward the rising of the sun. Aftera short sojourn at Constantino- 


le, he bent his steps toward Egypt, then under the rule of the illustrious 


ehemet Ali. That prince, who had an acute perception of character, re- 
ceived M. Du Couret with a hospitable welcome, and, soon after his arrival 
at Cairo, appointed him to a military command, in which capacity he per- 
formed services of great importance to the State. Subsequently his thirst 
for adventure led him to visit Central Africa, in the remote districts of which 
he made a discovery of ore of the most curious facts connected with the phy- 
siology of the human race—that of the existence of the Niam-Niams, cr men 
with tails, undeniable evidences regarding which abnormal race were pro- 
duced by him to the satisfaction of the scientific bodies of Paris. After much 

erilous adventure in Africa, our traveller returned to Fgypt. where he en- 
joyed a brief repose from his labors. But he was ever haunted by his long 
cherished desire to penetrate to Mecca, in view of which object he embraced 
the profession of the Mohammedan faith, during a sojourn at Djedda. Soon 
after this he set out for Mecea, on his arrival at which holy city he was hon- 
ored with the usual distinction of Hadji, or ‘ pilgrim, a title of much signifi- 
cance among the Arabs, and bestowed upon those only to whom it has been 
vouchsafed to touch the black stone of Kaaba. Shortly afterwards, Hadji- 
Abd’el-Hamid, as our traveller was henceforth to be called? was raised by the 
Pasha to the dignity of Bey, or Colonel, in his service. Leaving Mecca, after 
a sojourn of some time there, Abd’el-Hamid followed up his destiny in a 
series of wild adventures through the countries bordering upon the Persian 
Gulf, penetrated to Mesopotamia, and visited Bagdad Subsequently he re- 
sided for a while in the dominions of the Imaum of Museat, whose friendship 
and confidence he found of great service to him in the prosecution of ulterior 
views of travel. After an absence of many years, Du Couret revisited France, 
where he devoted himself for some time to the extension of his notes of travel. 
Before he had long enjoyed the repose to which he was so well entitled, how- 
ever, hg again found the spell of adventure too strong for him. In the year 
1849 he obtained from government the conduct of an expedition to the in- 
terior of Africa—a mission organized for purposes scientific, political, and 
commercial. This project, however, failed in coming to maturity, owirg to 
many causes, which it is unnecessary to recapitulate here. Obliged by cir- 























eumstances to remain in France, Du Couret turned his attention to the lit- 
erature of his travels, publishing successi: ely his ‘ Pilgrimage to Mecea’ and 
his * Arabia Felix’—the former of which was edited by Alexandre Dumas, 
while the latter made its appearance in the /ewilicton of the Srécle. ‘These 
were followed by the narrative of his adventures in the mighty Desert, than 
which no book of travels has ever given a greater amount of instructive and 
curious revelations—its pictures impressirg the mind by their combination 
of startling color and truth. Simplicity and fieedom from pretension are the 
main characteristics of the narratives published by M, Du Couret—narratives 
which none can read without gaining a great amount of curious and interest- 
ing information on the subject of that go:geous dream-land—the East.”
